Talking about the past 


“Doing” words, such as 
“walk”, “smile’ and “eat are 
called verbs. When you use 
a verb to talk about the 
past (the time before now), 
you usually just add “ed” or 
“d" to the end of the word: 


Danny likes to walk to 
school. 


Yesterday Danny walked to 
school. 


Danny has walked to school 
every day this week. 


My baby can smile. 
She smiled yesterday. 


My baby has smiled a lot 
this week. 


For some verbs, you don’t 
add “d” or “ed”, but another 
ending to talk about the 
past. Some verbs change 
completely: 


Robert likes to eat pasta, 
Yesterday he ate pasta. 


He has eaten pasta every 
day this week.

Comparing words 


“Describing” words, such as
